The fear of loſing their Favour, and incurring 
their Diſpleaſure, has made Numbers run into the 
moſt e Practices, to contradict their own 
; cleareſt Sentiments, or at leaſt finfully to-conceal 

them, to break the plaineſt Laws of Heaven, to 
diſown the Lord Jeſus, and to make Shi rack of 
Faith and a good Conſcience; fo little have they 
been mindful of the Prophet s warm and lively 
Expoſtulation, Ila. xit. 1 3. Jo art thou, that thou 
ſpouldeſt be afraid of Man wh ſpall die, and the 
Son of Man which ſpall be made as Graſs, and 
erteſt the Lord thy Maker, that hath ſtretch-

Thus then, it 
is not more certain that the Fear of Man bringeth a 
Snare, than it is that he who truſteth in and feareth 
the; Name of the Lord ſhall eſcape it: For it is 
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Diſpleaſure of God as an infinitely greater Evil, 
than the Loſs of Eſtate, Liberty, nay, of Life it- 
ſelf, or whatever the Rage and Power of Man can 
either inflict or threaten; and this makes theſe who 
Have it rather chooſe ſuffering than Sin.---- A 
very remarkable Proof of this we have in the In- 
ſtance of the Three Mraelites in Babylon, who 
when the nt was put to them, Whether 
they would fall down and worſhip the Image, or 
be caſt into the fiery Furnace ? Anſwered with 
Boldneſs and Reſolution worthy of the Servants of 
the true God, -O King, we are not careful to 
anſwer thee in this Matter. F it be ſo, our God wwhoin 
ave ſerve, is able to deliver us from the burning fiery 
Furnare, and he will deliver us out of thine Hand. 
But if not, be it known unto thee, O King, that we 
a0 not ſerve thy gods, nor worſhip the golden 
Tmage which thou haſt ſet up. Dan. iii. 16, Sc. 
So much for ſome of the excellent Effects of 
Godly Fear. And, from what we have heard a- 
bout it we may ſee, That a Paſſion which fre- 
quently tends to debaſe the humane Nature, and 
unfit for great and worthy Actions, may, thro' the 
Influence of Divine Grace, be a Mean of eno- 
bling the Mind, and rendring it greatly ſervice- 
able to the Chriſtian in his moft important Con- 


cerns.— Well might Fob ſay, That :he Fear of the 


, that is Wiſdom, — This indeed is Wiſdom, 
not in Semblance, but in Deed ;—Not partial 
Wiſdom, but Wiſdom. entire; Not Wiſdom for 
the Bye but for the Main; — Not Wiſdom for a 
Day, but Wiſdom for ever.— All our other At- 
tainments and Knowledge, however great, will 
avail us nothing, till ſuch Time as we have 1 
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Fear of the Lord to preſide over them, and direct 
them to the Purpoſes of a holy Life. Therefore 
it becomes all of us 3 Where is the Place 
of this true Miſdum, and by what Means we ſhall 
e our Souls of it? But this brings me to the 

aſt Thing upon this Head, namely, the Appli- 
cation.

Firſt then, Is the Fear:of God ſuch as I have 
deſcribed it? Hence we may ſee how few there 


are in our Day who can juſtly lay Claim to it, 


The prevailing Wickedneſs of this Age, plainly 
ſhews that the moſt Part of Men Have not the 
Fear of God before their Hyes. ls the moſt no- 
tour Contempt of God and ſerious Religion; — The 
ſhameful and impudent impugning of the Truths 
of the glorious Goſpel, and an open and affronted 
Denying of the Lord that bought us; — the 
Neglect of theſe Duties of God's Worſhip and 
Service which are moſt ſolemn, and have the moſt 
near and inſeparable Connection with the Honour 


of God and our own Good; The Commiſſion of 


the groſſeſt Abominations, Murders, Adulteries, 

Fornications, Revellings, Drunkenneſs, Perjury, 
profane Swearing, Deceit, Oppreſſion, Malice, 
Whiſperings, Backbiting, Evil-ſpeakings and the 
like ; are theſe Things conſiſtent with that Fear of 
God, which teaches Men to do Good and to eſchew 
Evil, which makes them tremble, fo as to ſhake 
them out of their profane Courſes, and their belo- 
ved Luſts out of their Boſom ? ſurely we may as 
ſoon hope to reconcile Light and Darkneſs, as theſe 
and ſuch Evils with the true Fear of God. iu 
we ſteal, murder, and commit Adultery, and favear 
falſely, and burn Incenſe unto Baal, and walk after _ 
ot ber Gods whom ye know. not, and come and ſtand 
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: before me in the Houſe which is called by my Name? 
Where the Lord repreſents it as the greateſt Incon- 
fiſtency imaginable, and at the ſame Time a Piece 
of the moſt daring Wickedneſs, for Men to pre- 
tend a Regard * while yet they walk con- 


trary to him. And yet they are ſtrangely blind 


who do not ſee, that all the Evils above-mention- 


ed, and many more, are to be found with us in 


this Land, and are indulged by not a few; —In 


Jo much that the Lord ſeems to be ſaying concer- 


ning us, 7 is a People laden with Triquity ; They 
have drawn on Iniquity with Cords of Vanity, 


and Sin as it were with a Cart-Rope.-Þo unto 


them; They call Evil Good, and Good Evll ; 
They put Light for Darkneſs, and Darkneſs for 


Light. Therefore as the Fire devoureth the Stubbls, 


and the Flame conſumerh the Cha, their Root ſpall
